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7  o  the  Voters  of  the  Village  of  Rutland  : 

Your  Trustees  present  the  following  report :— During  the 
past  year  we  have  endeavored  to  keep  the  expenses  of  the 
village  as  low  as  possible,  yet  we  have  exceeded  our  appropria- 
tion as  to  highwTay  tax  by  a  small  amount,  though  the  deficit  is 
not  as  large  as  it  has  been  for  the  last  few  years,  and  this  year 
we  would  have  kept  within  our  limits,  notwithstanding  the 
quantity  of  work  that  has  been  done,  had  it.  not  been  for  the 
large  amount  of  taxes  which  have  been  abated.  The  rapid 
growth  of  the  village  during  the  past  year  or  two  has  compelled 
your  Trustees  to  do  much  work  in  wards  which  have  hereto- 
fore been  greatly  neglected. 

The  constant  travel  and  traffic  upon  the  different  roads  and 
avenues  leading  to  the  Scale  Works  made  it  necessary  to  put

the  other  thoroughfares  have  been  by  no  means  neglected.  All 
ti&e  streets  and  walks  hm®  been  gravelled  and  worked  as 


necessity  required,  aud  we  think  they  are  in  very  good  condi- 
tion considering  the  fact  that  many  of  them  were  necessarily 
torn  up  by  the  laying  of  the  new  water  pipes. 

SEWERAGE. 

.The  old  main  sewer  which  was  so  insufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  village  and  which  has  already  cost  the  village  quite  an 
amount  in  the  way  of  law  suits,  has  been  replaced  as  the  village 
voted,  by  a  much  larger  one  which  has  been  very  thoroughly 
and  well  constructed. 

The  suit  brought  by  Barney  Winn  againBt  the  village  for 
alleged  damages  from  the  sewer,  after  being  carried  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  was  decided  adversely  to  the  village  in  the  sum 
of  $69G  30.  A  suit  of  Catherine  Winn  has  beeu  decided  against 
the  village  by  the  last  County  Court,  and  your  Trustees  have 
paid  the  judgment  of  $395.85  without  carrying  it  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  believing  that  the  decision  would  not  be  changed  by  that 
court.  These  two  suits  could  have  been  settled  a  year  ago  for 
$300,  but  the  board  that 'year  preferred  to  try  them. 

Six  suits  were  brought  by  Pat.  Lynch  agaiust  the  village  for 
damages  arising  from  this  same  old  sewer.  The  chances  of 
recovery  in  these  suits  were  much  better  than  in  the  Winn 

cases,  three  deaths  having  occured  in  plaintiff's  family  from  the 
gases  of  this  sewer.  Your  Trustees  having  the  opportunity, 
after  advice  from  our  legal  counsellor  settled  the  six  suits  for 
$1,070.50. 

The  coudltiou  of  the  so  calle^l  Cherry  St.  sewer  was  such 
that  your  Trustees  feared  that  unless  some  action  was  taken  in 
regard  to  "if,  heavy  damages  would  be  claimed  against  the 
village  by  the  residents  of  that  vicinity.  We  decided,  there- 
fore, after  advice  from  competent  citizens,  without  waiting  for 
the  vote  of  the  village,  to  use  the  old  main  sewer  pipes  as  far  as 
they  would  go  and  to  carry  this  sewer  as  far  as  we  could. 
This  eewei  wns  extended  through  Franklin  and  Granger. Sts., 
Hud  it  should  now  be  completed  by  extending  across  River  St, 
It  is  espe<  i  >ll)  desirable  that  this  sower  should  be  completed, 
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since  the  new  streets  recently  laid  out  by  the  selectmen  in  this 
portion  of  the  village,  the  railroad  shops  and  all  the  other 
buildings  in  this  vicinity,  must  all  depend  upon  this  sewer  for 
drainage.  The  expense  of  completing  it,  so  that  it  will  per- 
fectly drain  every  portion  of  this  part  of  the  village,  will  m  t 
exceed  $1,000,  and  your  Trustees  recommend  that  it  be  finished 
at  once.  If  this  sewer  is  completed  we  believe  that  the  high- 
way money  in  the  future  will  take  care  of  all  sewers  in  the 
village.  A  sewer  which  was  badly  needed  has  been  laid  at  the 
north  end  of  Main  St.,  and  the  sewer  at  the  south  end  which 
was  partially  completed  last  year  has  been  finished.  Several 
smaller  sewers  have  also  been  laid  as  necessity  required. 

Finding  that  the  Telephone  was  quite  largely  and  success- 
fully used  in  other  places,  your  Trustees,  with  the  advice  of 
many  of  our  prominent  citizens,  hired  twelve  for  one  year  for 
the  use  of  the  Fire  Department.  We  would  recommend  tht.t 
by  the  aid  of  the  Telephones  a  much  more  perfect  system  of 
signals  in  case  of  fire,  be  adopted,  as  the  efficiency  of  the 
department  will  be  much  increased  by  their  use. 

Your  Trustees,  believing  that  the  Parks  of  the  village  which 
add  so  much  to  its  beauty  should  not  be  neglected,  have 
expended  some  money  upon  them.  In  all  t're  Main  St.  Parks 
gravel  walks  have  been  laid,  and  in  the  Depot  Park  through 
which  there  is  so  much  travel,  a  fine  wide  marble  walk  has 
been  placed.  The  common  at  the  south  end  of  Main  St.» 
which  has  for  so  long  been  an  eye  sore  and  disgrace  to  tha^ 
part  of  the  village,  has  been  fenced  in  a  manner  to  correspond 
with  the  other  parks  of  the  village,  the  citizens  having  pledged 
themselves  to  beautify  it  by  setting  out  trees  at  their  own 
expense.

Committee  on  Water  Supply. 

To  the  Village  of  Rutland : 

Your  committee  report  that  the  work  of  laying  the  distribu- 
tion pipes  from  the  reservoir  through  the  village  was  completed 
according  to  the  plans  proposed,  and  at  an  expeuse  within  the 
original  estimates  The  completion  of  this  work  with  that  of 
tie  previous  year,  will  furnish  the  village  for  many  years  to 
come  with  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water. 

The  work  is  now  in  fine  condition,  both  for  the  daily  use  of 
ths  inhabitants  and  also  furnishing  abundant  facilities  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fires,  for  which  purpose  thirty-one  double 
hydrants  conveniently  located,  giving  great  force  and  volume 
of  water  far  exceeding  in  efficiency  the  best  fire  engines,  have 
been  placed. 

We  have  laid  pipe  of  the  length  and  size  as  follows  : 
2  feet  16  inch. 
2  feet  10  inch. 
8,257  40-100  feet  12  inch. 
1,371  feet   8  inch. 
10,230  feet    6  inch. 
701  teet   4  inch. 
Making  a  total  length  of  pipe  laid  of  20,563  40-100  feet. 

We  have  set  5  12-inch,  2  8-inch,  24  6-in«h  and  one  4  inch 
valves,  so  located  that  any  section  of  the  line  may  be  shut 
off  for  repairs  without  interfering  with  the  use  of  the  water 
in  any  other  section.  We  have  also  connected  with  the  old 
line  on  Main,  Court  Street  and  Merchants'  Row.

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  so  important,  permanent 
and  useful  work  has  been  accomplished  in  so  thorough  a  manner 
and  at  so  little  cost.

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Id  this  statement  it  is  assumed  that  the  Water  Department 
should  take  care  of  itself,  and  that  any  balance  of  funds  in  the 
treasury  realized  from  the  sale  of  water  bonds  should  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  water  rents  account,  and  that  unpaid  construction 
orders  should  be  paid  from  that  fund.

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There  were  several  suits  against  the  Village  pending  in 
the  County  Court  when  the  present  Board  came  into  office, 
known  as  the  sewer  suits.  All  of  these  suits  have  been  set- 
tled by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  wit :  the  Mattie  Kelly 
suit,  the  Timothy  Hurley  suit,  and  the  four  Lynch  suits, 
together  with  two  new  suits  commenced  by  the  Lynch  fam- 
ily, making  in  all  eight  suits.  These  are  all  the  sewer 
suits  against  the  Village  excepting  one  suit  brought  by  C» 
G.  Townsend,  which  is  still  in  court. 

The  sewers  of  the  Village  are  all  in  good  order  with  some 
few  exceptions,  and  we  do  not  apprehend  any  more  trouble 
from  suits  in  consequence  of  bad  sewerage.  Some  exten- 
sions are  needed  to  the  present  sewers. 

We  have  obtained  a  measurement  of  the  streets  of  the 
Village,  and  find  that  the  highways  embrace  16.  19-100 
miles,  not  including  the  new  street  from  Pine  to  the  "Work 
House. 

If  there  could  be  a  good  map  of  the  streets  made,  which 
should  include  an  outline  of  the  water  mains,  it  would  be 
very  desirable  for  the  use  of  the  Trustees,  Street  Commis- 
sioner and  Water  Commissioners. 

Referring  to  vote  of  the  Village,  at  the  meeting  held 
February  23,  1881,  requesting  the  Trustees  to  report  at  the 
annual  meeting  the  cost  of  a  "  fire  alarm  telegraph,"  they 
respectfully  report  :  That  they  find  by  correspondence  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  and  with  the  fire 
alarm  telegraph  company,  that  for  the  Village  of  Rutland 
it  would  require  one  striker,  six  main  batteries,  and  ten 
signal  boxes  or  stations.  The  indicators  to  be  located  in 
the  several  hose  houses  ;  the  one  striker  attached,  say  to 
the  bell  of  the  Congregational  Church,  gives  the  alarm, 
which  is  simultaneously  struck  at  all  the  stations  ;  the  indi- 
cators at  the  hose  houses  show  the  number  of  the  box  from 
which  the  alarm  is  first  given. 

With  the  present  limits  of  the  Village,  it  is  thought  tho 
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above  named  number  of  signal  boxes  would  be  sufficient, 
the  cost  of  which  would  be  $2,000. 

So  far  as  the  Trustees  are  able  to  learn,  opinion  is  divided 
in  Burlington  as  to  its  value.

$15,000.  A  bill  of  $247  07  for  hydrants  has  been  paid 
from  the  general  fund,  and  included  in  the  miscellaneous 
orders  drawn  by  the  trustees.  This  may  be  considered  as 
belonging  to  the  Water  Department.  It  is  a  subject  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Village  whether  such  expenditures 
should  not  be  paid  from  the  water  fund,  and  a  specified  sum 
paid  annually  into  the  water  fund  from  money  raised  by 
taxes,  so  as  to  cover  the  expenses  incident  to  the  use  of 
water  for  fire  purposes.
